AMERICAN PUEPOSE 


To Develop Powers of Self 


Government. 


Filipinos Arc Asked to Lay 


Down Their Arms and . 


Trust Americans. 


.New YoitK, March 22.— The Jour- 


nal's Manila correspondent cables 
today that tho address to the natives 
of the Philippine Islands, drafted by 
the American commission in behalf 
of tho United States government, 
•and embodying t-ho views of tho 
president, has been made public. 
After beiug translated into all the 
native dialects it is to be dissemin- 
ated throughout the archipelago. 


The address assures the Filipinos 


of the intention of the Americans to 
develop the powers of self-govern- 
ment In tho people. 


It explains that the United States 


hoe assumed international obliga- 
tions which It must fulfill and which 
make it responsible to the whole 
civilized -world for tho stable gov- 
ernment or' the Philippines. 
The 


commission, it is explained, is to in- 
terpret to the natives the purposes 
and intentions of tho president to- 
ward them and also suggest the es- 
tablishment of such a government 
M Khali salt the capacity and re- 
quirements of the Filipinos and be 
consistent with the interests of the 
United States. 


The protection of tho United 


States IB not to exercised In any 
spirit of tyranny or vongeanoo ; bat 
having destroyed the Spanish power 
and accepted tho sovereignty cf tho 
inlands, tho United States la bound 
to restore poacw In the Philippines. 


To this oad nil insurgents are in- 


vited to lay down their arm* and 
place their tract la tho government 
that emancipated thorn from the 
oppression of Spanish rale. 


Tho mnjority of tho oommlwsion- 


ers Inollno toward giving the Fili- 
pinos a »ort of tribal or provincial 
local autonomy tmder a central 
government, which shall be mili- 
tary until a purely civil ayatem Is 
proved to bo feasible.

False Report of Death of 


Statesman.

SABTIAOQ DE CUBA, March 22. — 


Owing to tho supposed authenticity 
of tho report received here from 
Captain Leigh, the chief signal ofll- 
oor, regarding the alleged death of 
John Sherman, the former secre- 
tary of state, the weekly reception 
of Mrs. Wood, tho wife of General 
Leonard wood, was postponed yes- 
terday afternoon. 


After the arrival of the American 


ino sto-amer Paris at Santiago and 
tho announcement that thoro was 
no truth ia the reports of the death 
if Mr. tilionmn, -word wag bent ont 
-hat Mrs. Wood wonld reclovo. It 
was too late, however, to obtain tho 
services oEtho band. In spite of 
hlft. fully 200 passengers from tho 
Paris wore present itt the reception. 


When the Paris reached here 


hose on board noticed that tho Hag 
lying from Morro castle, at the en- 
rance of the harbor, was at half 
tnff and it was inferred by tho pag- 
engers that some important per- 
sonage was dead. 


Their surprise WM great when 
old, on being reached by a tug, that 
a report was current that Mr. Sher- 
man was dead. 


Captain Leigh gave tho signal of- 


fioo at Uuantanarao a bad quarter of 
an hour, 
Tho men on duty there 


xplaiued that they hud received 
ho alleged news of Mr. Shormnn's 
death from tbo French Cable com- 
>*ny, and supposing It to bo correct, 
lent an official confirmation, M they 
iad no cauto to doubt tho autheu- 
Iclty of the report. 
The announcement of Mr. Sher- 


man's death obtained so much era* 
douoo here that General Wood ovon 
had a cable dispatch written asking 
ho authorities at Washington for 
natruotlone as to the special honors 
hey wore desirous of paying to the 
omalns of the distinguished states- 
man, but before this message was 
ont tho Paris arrived hero and 
vorybody was pleased to hear Mr, 
Sherman, instead of being dead, 
was Improving In health. 


A bulletin issued last night by 
Ir. Sherman's physician said the 
istlngulabod patient had aonslder- 
bly improved and was regaining 
treugt-h.

A Oro escape was available on the 


opposite side of the building, bat the 
only woman who had tho presence 
of mind to roach that point was 
Mrs. liroslor. She fainted the mo- 
ment she reached the ladder and 
dropped the full distance. Two of 
She women made thoir way through 
the flames to the stairway and es- 
caped, though Buvorely burned. 
Mrs. J. C. Holt catno out by that 
way, but in the struggle was parted 
from her six- year-old daughter. As 
she reached the pavement in safety 
she discovered that her child was 
not with her. She dashed back 
Into tho furnace, went to the third 
lloor again and brought her child 
down In safety. Both wero terribly 
burned. 


Tho ambulances were en route to 


the soone before tho women had 
bbgun to jump from tho building, 
and as fast as they were picked up 
they wore taken to the doctor's offi- 
ces. Mrs, Taylor clung to the wln- 
dowsill until life waa almost extinct, 
and when her dead body woa picked 
up from tho pavement little re- 
mained but charred flesh.

tracts and franchises mot last even- 
ing in the office of City Clerk Jlon- 
ning. The members of the t'ommit- 
t-oo «ro Councilman Wlieulock, Hc- 
gpy, Suhwartz, Lsanart and Sohuh- 
Jer, but nil the councilman had been 
invite I to bo present and give an 
expression of their opinion on tho 
proposed elcotrfo light frnnohiso. 
All attended but Messrs. Hayes and 
O'Ryan. 


Chairman Wheelock, of tho (;om- 


mittoe, called tho meetinc to order, 
and Councilman Hosoy then arose 
and objected to tho consideration 
of tho contract and franchise pre- 
sented by Mr. Wheel ook, contending 
that it was not legally iu the hands 
of the committee inasmuch as it 
had not been certified by tho clerk 
of tho board of works to the 
city 
clerk. 
lie 
said, 
too, 


that thero were no minutes on 
tho boird of Trorks rootirds to 
show that the contract had over 
boon considered, and therefore it 
could not be considered by the conn • 
ell committee. Councilman Whee- 
look pleaded that the contract be 
diecuBSed, nnd then it could be re- 
ferred back to the hoard of •works. 
On Mr. Hosoy's motion not; to con- 
sider the contract Messrs. \Vheo- 
loofc, Lennart and Schnhler voted 
no, nnd Mr. Sohwarts voted with 
Mr. HoEoy. The motion lost, and 
thoo followed a general discussion 
of the contract. 
The dtfcassion 


was not confined to the merits of 
tbo contract, many of the ' ronnoil- 
moa expressing thoiueolvos as op- 
posed to granting auy franchise 
whatever, or oven considering ono 
until tho present contract with the 
Junney Elct^iio Light and Power 
company expired llvo years hence. 


Tho Contract Fignod by tlio board 


of works was then read rind immedi- 
ately Conn oilman Poirnon arose 
and oxpreteod his opposil ion to any 
frnnohlne or contract that might on. 
dnngor tho 
astabliHlimont of a 


municipal electric light plant. If a 
contract was |to ho entered into "no 
offered tho following amendment!* 
thereto : 


1. Making tho life of tho fran- 


chieo thirty yours, instead of fifty, 


u. If electricity ho need for heat- 


ing, that all municipal buildings bu 
heated frco Of ohargo. 


3. All light nnd power for mnnici • 


pal buildiiige bo furnished free. 


•1. Tho company to pay to tlio 


dty, from tho date of taking effect 
of tho fronchlFO (inntond of from 
and after 11)10), 2 per cent, of ita 
fjrofls receipts, until tho year 1909 ; 
from that data to 1919, to nay i! per 
cont. of receipts, and from 1010 to 
tho expiration of tho franchise, 4 
per cont. The company to keep 
records of receipts open to inspec- 
tion and furnish tho city comp- 
troller with regular itemized state- 
ments. 


•1, Striking out the section re- 


leasing the company from tho pay- 
mont of special iaxog. 


6. Prices to be subject to revision 


by the council every Jive years, bat 
never for increase. 


7. On failure of the company to 


comply with all provisions of tho 
contract, franchise to revert to the 
city. 


Mr. Poirson also suggested tlmt 


tho council fix a maximum price to 
1)0 charged for commercial light- 
ing. 


Dr. 
Wheelock suggested that 


amendmonts bo also added, provid- 
ing that the city have a riRhfe to a 
free duct in tho company'aconduits, 
and also reserving to tho city tho 
right to purchase tho conduits at 
any time. 


Councilman Borfconstein, 
Hang 


and Zurbuch expressed themselves 
as oppoEod €o the granting of any 
franchise during tho lifo of the 
present contract, Mr. Hnag suggest- 
ing that at the expiration of tho 
present contract the city should own 
its plant. Mr. Zurhnch intimated that 
there might be trickiry in tho fran- 
chise. In Eomo placas tho word 
"contract" was used ami in another 
tho word "franchise." He b&Uoved 
that under the contract tho com- 
pany would secure a perpetual fran- 
chise, City Attorney ShtimbaiiRh 
volunteered tho information that 
tho city could grant neither an ox- 
clueivo nor a perpetual franchise. 
Mr. Hosey wanted to know why tho 
provision covering that point was 
put in tho contract, if this lullng 
wore true. 


Chairman 
Eggemann 
waa tlio 


only member of the board of works 
who was present and in roply to a 


question from Mr. Whealoqk ho 
stated t-hat the contract hud oomo 
from Henry Colericfc. Mr. Eggo- 
uiann here expressed kiuisulf us op- 
posed to tho granting of any fran- 
chise whatever. Councilmon Hosoy, 
Eukort and Gurdiug esyroseod them- 
solves in tho sivme vein and Council- 
man Honub. Enid ho would oppose a 
fifty-year or oven a thirty-year con- 
tract if municipal ownership was 
endangered and was opposed to 
granting any franchise for heating 
and would therefore oppose the 
pending contract under any nnd all 
circumstances. 


Mr. MoMahon expressed himself 


in favor of municipal ownership 
irad bolioved tho council had com- 
menced in the right way and should 
follow this courso. Mr. Clark said 
ho would vote for no contract that 
would interfere with the city own- 
ing its own plant at the expiration 
of the five years ot the contract 
which begins nest July. Mr. Bauer 
was in fnvot of municipal owner- 
ship and compensation for valuable 
franchises, but. believed that the 
elootrio company should bo given 
some privileges'. Mr. Soheid was in 
fnvor of municipal ownership, but 
with Mr. Lennart he believed tho 
•Tonney company should 
receive 


some protection from the city. 


Councilman .Wheelook then made 


a long plea for a contract, and 
stated that the city had a perfect 
right to soil the streets, tho under- 
ground and overhead privileges, 
and then buy them back in the fu- 
ture. Mr. Schwartz eaid ho le- 
lioved in leaving affairs ns they ore 
at present. 
The company had 


been granted favors by former 
councils,' nnd he believed they 
should bo thankful for what they 
had received and not- ask for more. 


Mr. Su-heil contended that the 


company had no rights whatever at 
present and its privileges could bo 
violated by any citizen. 


Councilman Hosey said that the 


company had poles and wires up 
for seventeen years and no person 
had over interforred with them, 
nor was thero any prospect that 
they ever would. 
He did not be- 


lieve tho plea that the company 
needed protection was sincere. 


"This propositioa, 
analyzed, " 


said Mr. Hogey, "means this : In 
1882 the city granted this company 
the right to occupy certain or all 
etreots, to enable it to carry oat its 
contract. 
Mr. Colerick, then city 


attorney, thought such a contract 
wuSj unlimited, and draw up an- 
amondmont, making all rights and 
privileges subject to revocation by 
tho city at any time. The company 
accepted that contract, and thane 
privileges, but tho olty has never 
rescinded those reservations. 
It 


lias renewed thorn with each eno- 
cooding contract. 
The company 


hoa got along very well under those 
conditions. 
Now tho granting of 


this franchise tnoann that the city 
shnll give up tboso reservations. " 


Ho could not understand why tho 


connciluion should bo no anxioun to 
givu just at this particular tlmo a 
privilege which tho dty had with- 
held f or aovontoen years. Doeptto 
all tliat Mr. McDonald had done for 
tho city he had never been able to 
eoouro snch privileges. Tho grant- 
ing of tho franchise would bo fatal 
to any municipal lighting plan. It 
would put the company In a posi- 
tion to contest any attempt by tho 
olty to establish its municipal plant. 
It moans a conflict, aud thejjoity 
would either have to buy tho com. 
pauy'a plant, or Its own plant would 
be a failure. 


Thero was some more dteoaeion to 


tho same effect, and the committee 
finally adjourned.
